Peel is 
sitnated in Kirk German. A Ijoining 
this, on the south, is Kirk Patrick, 
where, until qnito recently, sto d a ven- 
erable cruciform church, which was 
8upi>osed to otxmpy the site of one still 
more ancient, built by St. Patrick him- 
self. Bnt a new church has been erected 
a short distance from the place of the 
old one, wboee dilapidated and insani- 
tary condition necessitated its destruc- 
tion. 

St. Patrick’s name is associated with 
a spring of crystal water sitnated about 
a mile from the cast le. on the,westem or 
seaward side of Peel bill. The hill here 
rises to the height of GOO feet, and from 
its summit is spread out a panorama of 
natural svc’enery unrivaled for its beauty, 
the view on a clear day extending to 
the mountains of iScotland and Ireland. 
60 or 60 miles away. This is a locality 
to which artists swarm in summer to 
catch inspiration from the book of na- 
ture. The spring, known as the Silver 
well, is said to have been brought forth 
from the rock by the saint, who blessed 
it, thereby imparting to it healing prop- 
erties. Ill former days many stories 
were cnrreiitof miraculous cures having 
resnitcil friim drinking the water, and 
the well was guarded with religions 
care. But a few years ago strangers con- 
taminated and injured it in cutting a 
road to the slate quarries in the imme- 
diate neighborhood, and the fountain has 
since fallen into neglect, tbecommon be- 
lief being that its virtue has gone out 
of it. 

The island also pwsesses a souvenir 
of tne saint, called "St. Patrick’s 
Chair.’’ This consists of five upright 
stones on a stone platform forming a 
seat, and is preserved in a collection of 
ancient and sacred insular relics.
